OF  PHILADELPHIA. 


The  Board  of  Managers  in  submitting  their  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  March,  1854,  feel  that  they  have  reason 
to  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Company  upon  its  continued 
usefulness  and  success.  Its  affairs  are  in  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion.  The  working  of  both  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Libraries, 
have  been  gratifying.  A  large  number  of  books  has  been 
added,  and  many  new  applicants  of  both  sexes  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  use  of  the  Libraries  during  the  past  year.  There 
are  now  890  girls  using  this  Library,  being  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  and  nearly  two  thousand  more  books  have  been 
loaned  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Library  has  become 
quite  popular  with  those  for  whom  it  was  designed,  and  the 
extent  to  which  it  is  used  is  rapidly  increasing.  As  an  instance 
of  the  care  of  the  Librarian  and  of  the  punctuality  of  the 
Girls  in  returning  the  books,  it  maybe  stated  that  only  six 
volumes  have  not  been  returned  or  have  been  lost  during  the 
year,  and  no  books  are  now  out  over  time.  The  accompanying 
statistical  tables  will  exhibit  in  detail  the  condition  of  the  Com¬ 
pany.  Evidence  is  presented  abundantly  of  the  beneficial 
influence  of  our  Institution,  of  the  degree  in  which  it  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  mould  the  character  and  inform  the  understanding 
of  many,  who  by  successful  industry  have  attained  an  honour¬ 
able  position  in  the  community.  These  cheering  results  should 
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lead  us  to  still  further  exertions  and  encourage  us  to  enlarge 
the  range  of  our  action. 

It  must  he  evident  to  every  mind  that  the  Apprentices’ 
Library  Company  possesses  the  means  of  doing  much  good. 
We  have  two  large  Libraries,  amounting  together  to  about  fif¬ 
teen  thousand  volumes,  which  circulate  among  hundreds  of 
families.  We  believe  that  our  Institution  enjoys  the  confidence 
of  the  community,  and  we  are  persuaded  it  has  many  friends. 
It  should  be  a  subject  of  serious  reflection,  whether  these  facili¬ 
ties  and  instrumentalities,  (which  could  readily  be  augmented), 
are  employed  to  their  fullest  extent  ?  whether  they  might  not 
be  made  to  minister  even  more  efficiently  to  all  the  benevolent 
purposes  of  the  Library,  and  thus  in  a  still  greater  degree 
“  promote  orderly  and  virtuous  habits,  diffuse  knowledge,  im¬ 
prove  the  scientific  skill  of  our  mechanics  and  manufacturers, 
increase  the  system  of  general  education  which  is  now  adopted, 
and  advance  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  community.” 

If  other  modes  of  additional  usefulness  are  easily  available, 
should  we  altogether  withhold  ourselves  from  them?  When 
the  Library  was  first  founded,  it  was  a  progressive  movement, 
in  advance  of  the  time.  It  happily  supplied  a  want  then  felt. 
This  spirit  of  advancement  was  further  maintained  by  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Girls’  Library.  As  social  changes  develop 
other  necessities,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  how  far  we 
should  adapt  ourselves  to  them,  and  thus  continue  to  be  what 
we  were  in  our  origin,  foremost  in  this  department  of  benevo¬ 
lence.  The  influence  and  resources  of  our  Institution  consti¬ 
tute  a  responsible  trust  committed  to  us,  which  it  is  our  duty  to 
fulfil,  in  a  manner  that  shall  make  it  yield  the  greatest  possible 
amount  of  good.  If  the  scope  of  our  operations  can  now  be 
successfully  extended,  and  if  there  are  practicable  auxiliary 
modes  of  furnishing  knowledge  and  instruction  to  that  class 
whom  we  especially  seek  to  benefit,  it  becomes  a  matter  worthy 
of  careful  consideration,  whether  we  should  not  take  another 
step  forward  in  this  respect. 

The  recent  organizations  of  Institutes  in  the  city  and  each  of 
the  late  municipal  districts,  is  a  very  significant  fact  which  has 
not  been  without  its  influence  on  the  Library,  as  may  be  in- 
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ferred  by  comparing  the  statistics  of  tbe  Boys’  and  Girls'  de¬ 
partment  -with  each  other,  and  with  the  statistics  of  preceding 
years.  The  success  attending  these  Institutes  which  have  gone 
into  active  operation,  is  highly  gratifying,  and  may  suggest 
some  important  views  to  us. 

To  supply  proper  books  to  an  inquiring  youth,  is,  in  one  re¬ 
spect,  aiding  him  materially  in  the  processs  of  self-education. 
May  we  not,  and  if  we  can,  should  we  not,  aid  him  in  other  re¬ 
spects?  We  earnestly  commend  this  subject  to  the  Company. 

It  might  be  a  matter  for  deliberation  how  far  the  facilities  of 
a  reading  room  should  be  extended.  Many  apprentices  are 
surrounded  by  such  unfavourable  circumstances  at  their  homes 
or  boarding  houses,  that  they  do  not  enjoy  the  means  of  steady 
application  to  reading.  By  them,  a  conveniently  prepared 
reading  room,  open  every  evening,  and  supplied  writh  some  of 
the  literary  and  scientific  journals,  or  those  relating  to  the 
arts,  trades  and  manufactures,  as  well  as  with  the  volumes  of 
the  Library,  would  no  doubt  be  highly  appreciated. 

Our  books  in  many  instances  have  doubtless  aroused  the  am¬ 
bition  of  many  a  young  mechanician,  and  excited  within  him 
the  ardent  desire  to  inscribe  his  name  on  the  same  brilliant 
page  with  Watts,  Arkwright,  Fulton,  Evans,  Franklin,  and 
other  illustrious  benefactors  of  mankind.  These  promptings 
and  aspirations  are  quite  natural,  and  should  by  no  means  be 
checked.  Is  it  not  our  duty  to  possess  some  wider  educational 
facilities,  by  which  we  may  foster  and  direct  such  a  feeling,  and 
enable  its  possessor,  by  application  and  study,  to  work  his  way 
if  he  will,  from  humble  obscurity  to  a  proud  position  among  our 
men  of  science  ? 

These  matters  are  submitted  by  the  Managers,  not  altogether 
as  positive  recommendations,  but  rather  to  call  attention  to  the 
propriety  of  making  our  Institution  the  means  of  still  further 
good. 

Our  common  desire,  undoubtedly,  is  to  educate  the  mechanic 
and  the  artisan,  so  that  they  may  become  better  citizens,  and 
give  increased  renown  to  American  skill  in  its  industrial  appli¬ 
cations.  The  standard  of  education,  the  exigencies  of  the 
times,  the  demands  of  business,  social  wants,  and  the  range  of 
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activity  are  changed  from  what  they  were  when  the  Library 
was  founded.  We  must  not  allow  ourselves  to  remain  rigidly 
stationary  amid  the  onward  tendencies  of  the  age.  We  may 
explore  new  paths  of  beneficence.  We  should  remember  the 
commendation  which  He  who  did  not  stand  still  but  went  about 
doing  good,  bestowed  on  that  faithful  steward  who  did  not  bury 
his  talents  in  a  napkin.  It  is  not  enough  that  the  tru3t  re¬ 
mains  unimpaired  and  unwasted ;  it  must  be  rendered  more 
vigorously  productive.
